CANCER KNOWLEDGE. 

“some of the many men working on the 
subject may have news for us of. a cure for 
cancer in the years to come. Whether such a 
merciful discovery ever will be made or not, 
the need for education of the general public is 
with us and will continue to be with us,” said 
Dr. Francis Carter Wood in an address before 
a meeting of the American Society for the 
Much encouragement is 
felt among the medical profession because of 
the fact that doctors are now getting cancer 
cases in the early stages, when, perhaps; 50 
per cent are curable through operation or other 
methods. The object of Dr. Wood’s address 
was to urge ‘upon “the medical profession the 
desirability of educating the people to the 
recognition of the first stages of the disease. 

A comprehensive program is to be mapped 
out to fight the death rate of 100,000 per 
year, which is the toll exacted by cancer from 
American men and women. 

One of the physicians who attended Presi- 
dent Garfield during his sufferings from the 
shot fired by Guiteau, published, shortly after 
Mr. Garfield’s death, the report that an herb 
called condurango, indigenous to Ecuador, had 
been found to be a certain cure for cancer. The 
Federal authorities secured, throtgh the Amer- 
ican consul at Guayaquil, a large supply of the 
alleged specific. Experiments were conducted 
on a lurge scale, and the news of the discovery 
was hailed throughout the land as the salva- 
tion of the afflicted. But not a single cure was 
effected, and the stuff was thrown away. ‘Ten 
to fifteen years ago the X-ray was heralded as 
the medium through which the dread disease 
was to be entirely eliminated. Later some en- 
thusiastic members of the medical profession 
were positively predicting that the proper ap- 
plication of radium would certainly succeed 
where all known treatments had failed. The 
Roentgen ray and radium may have brought 
cases, but as 
specifics they have beén no more effective than 
condurango in advanced cases. It is to be 
hoped, therefore, that every physician, no mat- 
‘ter to which school he may belong, will join in 
the efforts of the Amerivan Society for the 
Control of Cancer in its campaign to educate 
every one to recognize the first symptoms of 
the disease, thereby holding out hope that the 
affliction may be met while there is a chance 
to check its progress.

a A Sourwine and W. O. Burtner. 
The vote was 2 to 1.
